Indian news. On the 23rd a detach- 
ment of troops \vlio were looking for 
the body of Pjuil Humme, supposed 
to have been killed with Lieut, Wier, 
met Gen. Charles Adams, of the 
postal 
service, and Count Doin- 


lioft*, first secretary of the German 
legation, accompanied by a body 
gunrd of oO ITtes. Gen. Adams said 
lie had come through Guray's camp 
and also tlie hostile main camp ou 
Grand, near Roan River. The In- 
dians claimed that ten warriors were 
out 
watching Merritt when they 


saw Weir 
and 
Humme go af- 


ter 
deer. One 
of 
the 
Indians 


was on foot, aiming at a deer which 
Huimne shot before he discovered tho 
Indians. He then saw an Indian 
going to his horse, fired and killed 
him. Thereupon the Indians fired 
upon Weir and Humme, killing botli 
of them. The Indians then turned 
loose on Hall and fought him until 
nighttlosing one :nan killed. Humme's 
body was recovered by the soldiers 
and buried with military honors. 


Gen. Adams readied tbe hostile 


camp on the 20th. The chiefs receiv- 
ed him kindly. The lodges were in 


ourning because of tbe 
loss of 


thirty-seven warriors in the fight with 
Thornbnrgb. The Utes acknowledged 
that Thornburgb fought with heroism, 
but said he provoked the fight, being 
desirous o£ whipping the Indians. 
Meeker and his wale employes were 
killed a day or two after the Thorn- 
burgh fight, probably ou October 1st. 
The chiefs said the agent had threat- 
ened them with chains und handcuffs 
when the soldiers came. 
This is why 


they placed the chain around Meek- 
er's corpse. They also complained 
that Meeker refused to give them the 
supplies tit the agency unless they 
tilled the land. There were plenty of 
supplies, 
but 
the 
agent 
would 


not issue them. Tbe women were 
taken prisoners, with thecbildren, and 
neither were harmed in any way. Gen. 
Adams found them with the squaws 
in the smaller Indian camp, and had 
4;bem sent, under escort of one of 
Ouray's chiefs and other Indians, to 


ke'Cityj Col., which point they will 


have reached in a few days. The Utes 
desire peace and claim that Meeker 
and Thornburgh brought on the fight. 
They wished to make the surrender of 
the women and children a condition of 
peace, 
but v Gen. Adams refused. 


He demanded the surrender of the 
ring leaders in the recent outbreak, 
but this was refused. The hostiles 
occupy an impregnable position. The 
Indians at first intended to kill Meek- 
er only. Miss Meeker was in the well- 
house when a brother of Chief John- 
son made a rush to capture her. 
One 


of the white employes (Dresser) con- 
ceiving Miss Meeker's honor to be en- 
dangered, fired and killed the Indian. 
Dresser was shot dead on the instant. 
The 
other 
wbite 
men 
rushed 


for the buildings and opened with 
rifles on the Utes, wounding several. 
The Indians then fired the buildings 
and shot the men one by one as they 
rushed out. Two Indians were killed. 
The total white loss since hostilities 
began is 33. 
Gen. Adams believes 


that if the Utes are attacked now 
thhy will raid the settlements of 
northern 
Colorado, and 
that it 


will be almost impossible to subdue 
them. Gen. Adams's camp is sur- 
rounded by small bauds of Indians, 
who are running off horses and lying 
in wait for stragglers. 


A fight is reported at the old tattle 


ground on Milk Creek between Utes 
and ranehemen. No particulars have 
been received as yet. A pack train 
with supplies reached Merritt's com- 
mand on the 23rd. 
The command is 


ery much in need of all kinds of 


supplies. 
Another talk will be held 


with the Indians in a few days. 


Secretary Schurzand Gen. Sherman 


are much pleased with Gen. Adams's 
bravery and his success in recovering 
the prisoners. 
Further instructions 


have been sent him. The prospect 
for an early settlement of the trouble 
is excellent.

A dispatch from London says: Full 
news has been brought to the papers 
this morning of the terrible 
floods 
that have devastated the valleys of 
the Mundo and Segura. 
Murcia is 
little known to travelers in Spain, for 
the Mediteranean steamers touch at 
Abcante, to the north of it, and at 
Cartagena, to the south of it. The 
town is full of Moorish reminisceHces. 
The architectural designs of its cathe- 
dral, the has reliefs and heavy stone 
statutes in its passages, its horseshoe- 
formed windows, its slender spire, re- 
call the days when the town was one 
of the chief Moori.sh possessions in 
Spain. 
The present summer has been 
unusually hot. Even this torrid region 
had known no such heat for a genera- 
tion. For months not a cloud had been 
seen, 


NOT A DEOP OF RAIN HAD FALLEN. 
The very dust had not had power to 
raise itself from the road. 
The river 
had been, as the Spaniards say, bled, 
and to such a degree that its life 
seemed 
extinct. 
Carriages 
would 
drive along its empty bed, through 
banks of tall bamboos. On Tuesday 
last few people ventured into the 
streets during the daytime; but in 
the evening there was a general move- 
ment of carriages and passengers to- 
ward the Alameda, which stands high, 
and from which the view extends over 
the river and the Campagna as far as 
the hills. It was about 10 o'clock 
when the approach of a cold and 
biting wind was felt from tlie direction 
of Cartagena. 
The sky clouded over. 
In an instant there was a gathering 
up of fans and mantillas, and the 
crowd turned hastily homeward. Soon 
the storm was howling over the town 
and amid the streets, and tore through 
the houses. , The rain seemed to be 
falling in broad sheets ot water. 
No 
such tempest had been seen within 
the memory of the inhabitants. Short- 
ly after midnight the aereno (watch- 
man) was going his rounds when, as 
he passed over the bridge that leads 
to the plaza and divides the town in- 
to two portions, he saw

He 
found that the river was rising rapid- 
ly. It had already overflovred the 
stone parapet which protects the front- 
age. 
The watchman knew that no 
time was to be lost. He hurried to a 
clock-tower which gives signals of fire 
and of other catastrophes to dwellers 
by the water side, and set the bell 
in motion. 
Instantly the inhabitants 
rushed into the streets. 
Few of them 
iiad time to do more than snatch up a 
little clothing. Down the main street,

Gitanos su'arrned from the gypsies' 
quarters.

The 
authorities at once proceeded to or- 
ganize assistance for that part of the 
town which Vv'ns already lying beneath- 
the level of the ilood. "As we walk- 
ed about," says one of the sufferers, 
"we could hear the distant roar of the 
water tearing past in the Segura, un- 
til low rumbling crashes told of the 
inundation breaking into the streets." 
Suddenly ail the gas lights went out. 
Then everybody kncvr that the flood 
was adviincing. 
From street and 
square, from balcony and housetop 
came the cry, "The water is rising! " 
The 
confusion 
was 
unparalleled. 
Through 
gardens, 
vineyards, and 
mulberry groves the J\iurcians were 
pouring 
in a confused, 
mass, all with tiie one idea of 
(>UITTIXA THE TOWIS, 
and outstripping the ilood. 
In the 
suburbs of San Benito and San horon- 
zq, before )iaU" the people could get 
ont of their bed.«, they had the water 
over tlie lower floors of their houses. 
The church doors were soon foiled 
open by the Hood, which went on its 
way with broken stools and altar or- 
naments, with vestments of priests 
and red tunics of choristers. 
It in- 
vaded the nunneries and hermitages, 
the oratories and convents, sweeping 
from their niches the carved images 
of saints. It poured into the cavalry 
barracks, where the soldiers could be 
seen running up and down stairs with 
their regimentals under their arms. 
It skirted the great ET)iscopal palace 
and the colleges of St.'Fulgentiusand 
St. Isidore. -Many of the publicbuild- 
ings and institutes it spared as it 
swept on to the railway. 
Here it 


EXTINGUISHED THE LIGHTS 
and lamps that were burning on the 
bare ground outside, and carried away 
the small open air buffets, where fruit, 
drinking water, and anisette were 
sold. It tore up the sheds and em- 
bankments, destroying telegraph poles 
and tearing up rails. 
"During this 
terrible night," said a townsman, "our 
authorities, and in particular our ad- 
mirable civil guards worked with a 
will to rescue women and children.

of the torrent. 


ACTS OF EXTRAORDINARY HEROISM 
were performed by the authorities, 
the boatmen and'the civil guards. 
One guard five times braved the tor- 
rent, with the water up to his chest. 
Each time he came back with a child 
in his arms. 
Then he started back on 
his sixth voyage. 
He had left the 
mother in the house with a babe at 
her breast: 
He fought his way 
through the water, rather swimming 
than wading. As he neared the house 
he saw it totter. 
Before he could 
make another step it was gone, and 
mother and babe were swept past him 
on the bosom of the flood. Nor were

less generous in their efforts to save 
the drowning people. 
One nobleman 
in his carriage rescued them by dozens 
until his horses, dead beat and half 
drowned, could no longer persue the 
work of-^harity; and as fast as the 
rescued were brought in they wei e 
carried either into private dwellings 
or into the government house. 
Tiie 
bishop opened his palace to several 
hundred, and set wine and soup be- 
fore them. 


When the day broke,with a gloomy, 
overcast sky, the Murcians almost

On the once culti- 
vated Huerto Fra, Alia Torre, and 
Mondurmas were a heap of ruins, 
from the midst of wiiica rose the 
spires of their 
churches, and the 
gables of a few of the 'ar'JTcr houses, 
whose inhabitants had eseni)ijd by 
spending the night upon tlie roois.

On the 23rd a detach- 
ment of troops who were looking for 
the body of Paul Hümme, supposed 
to have been killed with Lieut. Wier, 
met Gen. Charles Adams, of the

service, .and Count 
Doin- 
iiofl', first secretary of the German 
legation, 
accompanied by a 
body 
guard of '¿0 Utes. Gen. Adams said 
he had come through Ouray's camp 
and also the hostile main camp on 
Grand, near Roan River. The In- 
dians claimed that ten warriors were 
out 
watching 
Merritt 
when 
they 
saw 
Weir 
and 
Hümme go af- 
ter 
deer. One of 
the 
Indians 
was on foot, iiiming at a deer which 
Hümme shot before he discovered the 
Ind ans. He then saw an Indian 
going to his horse, fired and killed 
him. 
Thereupon the Indians 
fired 
upon Weir and Hümme, killing both 
of them. The Indians then turned 
Icoi o on Hall and fought him until 
nightjosingoneman killed. Humme's 
body Wiis recovered by the soldiers 
and burii'd with military honors. 


Vreu. Adams reached the hostile

The chiefs receiv- 
ed him kindly. The lodges were in 
mourning because of the loss of 
thirty-seven warriors in the fight with 
Thorn burgh. The Utes acknowledged 
that ThornV.urgh fought with heroism, 
but said ho i)n)voked the fight, being 
desirous of whipping the Indians, 
3I( eker and his male employes were 
kiiied a day or two after the Thorn- 
hurgh figiit, probably on October 1st, 
TÍ!-:" chiefs said the agent had threat- 
ened thbni with chains and handcufTs 
wlicn the soldiers came.

The Utes 
desire peace and claim that Meeker
